{Previous) DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The rejections of claims 19-24, 77, 35, 38-39, 60-65, 78 and 76 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Nathan et al. (US 6,197,450) have been withdrawn in view of 
Applicants' Amendment. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The rejections of claims 2 and 43 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nathan et al. as applied to claims 19 and 77, and 60 and 78 above, and further in view of the 
Background of the Invention section of the instant application have been withdrawn in view of 
Applicants' Amendment. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The primary reason for the allowance of the inventions of independent claims 19, 35, 38, 

60 and 76 is the recitation of a microchannel plate (MCP). 

MCPs have been used in the art of radiation and electron detection, but have never been 

used in the art of electrical energy storage or in any analogous art. Thus, it would not have been 

obvious to use an MCP for the creation of an electrical energy storage device, as claimed in the 
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present inventions. Additionally, the prior art of record does not describe MCPs, but rather only 
MEESCs. Thus, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have used the teachings of the prior art 
of record to fabricate an electrical energy storage device as described in the present inventions
